7. (Previously Presented) The compound of Claim 1, wherein the oil is a mineral oil 
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8. (Previously Presented) The compound of Claim 1 , wherein the EPDM rubber 
comprises particles dispersed in the polypropylene, and wherein the compatibilizer causes 
the largest size of particle to be smaller than the compound without the minor amount of 
the compatibilizer, 

9. (Original) The compound of Claim 1, wherein melt flow rate of the compound 
with the minor amount of the compatibilizer is lower than melt flow rate of the compound 
without the minor amount of the compatibilizer.
